The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art, either alone or in combination suggest the instantly claimed method for 
repairing plastic pipes comprising the steps of severing the pipe, heating the inside of 
the pipe using a heating tool, inserting a pipe removal tool with spaced separated 
portions over the outer end of the damaged pipe, rotating the removal tool, and 
extracting the damaged pipe by moving the removal tool away from the fixture. 
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Tupy shows heating a plastic pipe for removal, but does not use the claimed 
removal tool. Hudock shows replacing a pipe fixture with a second, longer fixture. 
Halversen, Jr. shows heating a plastic pipe from the inside to bend the pipe. Marshall 
shows a pipe connecting and disconnecting tool. Worth shows the method of removing 
a hose from a fitting. Bryant, III shows a heating element at the joint of two plastic pipes 
to bond them.
